b. To receive a preference as provided by this
subsection, the lowa=based business employer shall
have adopted policies beyond those otherwise required
by law to support employees who are officers or
enlisted persons in the national %uard and organized
reserves of the armed forces of the United States
consistent with standards adopted by the lowa employer
support of the guard and reserve committee. To be
eligible for such preference, an employer shall submit
to the committee a copy of the aPpIica le policies
adopted by the employer and shall sign and submit to
the committee a statement of support of persons in the
employ of the employer who serve in_ the national guard
and the reserves, recognizing the vital role of the
national guard and the reserves, and pledging all of
the following:

(1) To neither deny employment nor limit or reduce
jJob opportunities because of an employee™s service in
the national guard or organized reserves of the armed
forces of the United States.

(2) To grant leaves of absence during a period of
military duty or trainin%.

(3) To ensure that all employees are aware of the
employer®s policies and the requirements of section
29A.43.>
